On pages 26-27 of Examiner's Answer, Examiner states 

And the sequence of calls (using middleware and context, partner 
correlator) from top flow to bottom flow as shown in Labadie (Fig. 
6A-C) discloses that recording or capturing metrics are configured 
inside the stream calling sequence (forward and backward — as in 
send/receive — to read on "cross-correlate"), which fulfills "cross- 
correlate a performance metric corresponding to a parent 
transaction with one or more . . . metrics corresponding to one or 
more child transactions." 

However, a sequence of calls for correlators fails to teach or suggest cross- 
correlation of performance metrics of parent and child transactions as is required 
by the claims. For at least this reason, Examiner erred and the rejections should 
be reversed.
